carried black cats out onto the 
field, In St. Louis, the Cardinals 
threatened to strike if he were 
not yanked

line-up. In Cincinnati, Reds play­

him. In Atlanta, he was threat­ 
ened by the Ku Klux Elan. 
Ignored by his teammates, in­ 
sulted by enemy players, refused 
admittance by certain hotels on 
the road, Robinson always turned 
the other cheek. Imprinted in his 
mind, like a burning scar, was 
Rickey’s warning that summer 
day in 
1945 when the Dodger 
general manager first appraised 
him of his intentions: 
"E N O U G H G U T S " 


"I want a man with enough 
restraint, intelligence and charac­ 
ter to accept any and all abuse 
that 
inevitably 
will 
be heaped 
upon him. 
"I want a man with enough guts 
not to fight back." 
The early resentment against 
Negroes in general and Robinson 
in particular has long since dis­ 
appeared in baseball. 
Less than a year after Robinson 
first donned a Dodger uniform, 
the American League had its first 
Negro 
player 
in 
Larry 
Doby. 
Within IO every club in the majors 
but one had at least one Negro 
player. Boston's Red Sox joined 
up in 1959.

Today 90 of the 500 players are 
Negroes, about 18 per cent com­ 
pared to the IO per cent Negro 
population in the United States.

Boxing, of course, never has 
discriminated

Other sports have been slower in 
accepting them but there are no 
longer any barriers as such, offi­ 
cial or by ‘‘gentleman’s agree­ 
m ent.” 
For the first time last year 
Negro baseball players received 
the sam e treatment as whites at 
Southern spring training camps. 
Prior to last year, because of 
local laws and practices, Negroes 
were not permitted to live in the 
same hotels and eat in the same 
restaurants 
in 
certain 
Florida 
cities. 
Baseball clubs overcame that 
by moving their personnel out of 
restricted hotels, and purchasing 
or leasing their own motels. In 
several instances, hotels changed 
their policy when faced with the 
threat of losing the entire club.

Such trips 
were never contemplated by the 
Founding Fathers. Those activi­ 
ties were never an essential part 
of a President's duties, or activity, 
they insist. 
It is true that, from tile adop­ 
tion of the Constitution to the sec­ 
ond administration of Woodrow 
Wilson, no President ever left the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 
Political science professors were 
telling their students that it was 
an ‘‘unwritten law.” 
Presidents Teddy Roosevelt and 
Taft did create a commotion by 
taking ship to Panama to inspect 
the incomplete "Big Ditch.” Their 


WOODROW WILSON, a former 
political science professor with a 
fondness for upsetting “ unwrit­ 
ten laws'* and creating new* prec­ 
edents for Presidential activity, 
junked the entire idea. He took 
off to Europe to represent Amer­ 
ica in the writing of a peace 
treaty to end World War I. 
President Wilson's wisdom, or 
lack of wisdom, in doing this is 
still hotly debated among special­ 
ists on that period of American 
history and disagreed upon by 
authors of works on American 
diplomatic history. Actually, Wil­ 
son’s error was in permitting his 
personal 
diplomacy 
to become 
too personal. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s diplo­ 
matic errors at Casablanca and 
Yalta, World War ll. also under­ 
score the idea that, in actual ne­ 
gotiation ot treaties of summit 
significance, a President is often 
best advised when he sends a top 
team of special envoys. 
The Constitutional power of the 
Senate 
to accept or reject 
a 
treaty m akes it desirable that 
one or more of them be among 
the envoys selected. There have 
always been at least two top­ 
flight horse traders in the Senate.
